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Stormy Winter Of ’92-’93 Squeezing 
Town’s Snow Removal Accounts 


As Agawam Department of Public Works 
sanders and salters, plows, and sub-contracted 
plows busily went about their work on a snowy 
Tuesday afternoon, DPW Superintendent John P. 
Stone was in his office keeping a close eye on the 
various town accounts involved in snow removal. 

“Yes, we have been well ahead of ourselves in 
terms of maintaining our budgets over the past 
four years or so,” Stone said late Tuesday after- 
noon at Town Hall. “However, | think with all the 
stormy weather we have experienced so far this 
winter, the budgets are beginning to get a big 
squeezed.” 

Follwed Last Friday’s Storm 

Tuesday’s storm of snow, sleet, and rain came 
in the wake of last Friday’s similar storm of snow, 
then sleet, and then rain. Stone says this marks 
the fifth time since December that snow removal 
budgets have been activated.

Back in December, Stone said, there was a two- 
day storm event that called out the plows and 
sanders; then a four-inch storm on January 12th 
followed by three more inches on January 13th; 
then last Friday’s storm moved into Saturday; and 
finally, the mess caused by Tuesday’s snow/ 
sleet/rain. 

“We have been fortunate over the past few 
years with the snow budget,” Stone said. “But 
this year, if this keeps up before the winter ends, | 
ina we will need some transfers to pay the 

ills.” 

Stone began the winter season with $87,500 
available in the snow budget earmarked for salt 
and sand. At presstime, according to Stone, ap- 
proximately $19,000 remains unexpended. “I think 
we may have enough in this account for perhaps 
two storms, maybe three, depending how much 
precipitation we receive.”

In another account used for snow plowing, the 
town, said Stone, began with $48,250. 
presstime, approximately $11,000 remain uns- 
pent. “That gives us enough in this account for 
about a storm-and-a-half,” according to him. 

In the overtime account, which began with 
$8,000, only about $800 remained at presstime, 
Stone told us. ‘Because all DPW employees in 
the field, including the Water Department, work 
on snow removal, some of the money in this ac- 
count used for overtime will be paid back from 
water and sewer bills. Some of the men from the 
Water Department have received overtime for 
snow removal so that is why we can repay this ac- 
count at some point from funds received from 
water and sewer bills,” said Stone.

With funds being expended for the upkeep of 
vehicles used in snow removal, Stone several 
more storms will deplete the snow budgets and 
force him to request a transfer of funds from Town 
Council through Mayor Christopher C. Johnson. 


Stone also has approximately $16,000 available” 


in an account he can use for snow operations if 
further bad winter weather squeezes the budget. 


Been A Different Year 

“Considering the lack of snow removal needed 
over the past few years, we really have not needed 
to transfer any money to pay the bills. But this 
year has definitely been different so far,” said 
Stone. 

According to him, the fact that schools were 
closing when last Friday’s storm hit and closed 
for vacation on Tuesday made life easier for the 
DPW and its small army of sub-contractors. 
“There has been more snow removal activity in 
this area in the past five days then in along time,” 
Stone said. “We didn’t have to worry about the 
schools in these storms and we could concen- 
trate more on the main arteries.” 


The town has about 20 sub-contractors 9n the 
books for snow removal. Stone said between 
13-18 were on call Tuesday. 

Sub-contractors are paid on an hourly rate, rang- 

ing between the mid-$30’s to mid-$50’s, depen- 

ding on the weight of the truck and size of the 
low. 

i The town has a separate contract for the plow- 

ing of the town’s schools, Stone explained. 

Stone smiled when asked about how well the 
town compares in keeping its highways and 
byways snow and ice-free to sister communities. 
“Well, we always receive complaints from 
residents and we try our best to listen and res- 
pond as best we can. | think Agawam does a good 
Job in this area and we do receive compliments 
from residents. 


“You can’t please everyone. We try to get to the 
side streets as quickly as we can, depending on 
what is happening on the main arteries,”’ he con- 
cluded. 

Stone said the plows began their day’s work at 
approximately 3:00 p.m. on Tuesday. He 
estimated most of the chore would be completed 
by midnight, providing the weather cooperated.

The Future Of Agawam’s Education System 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Daniel Barber is a 
freshman student in faculty member Irene 
Thomas’ advanced placement English course. 
Mrs. Thomas submitted several guest 
editorials about the Agawam Schools from her 
students, which we will publish over the next 
few weeks. Thank-you. 


We have hit a crossroads in education! With the 
21st century almost upon us, we must answer 
some important questions. Where does 
Agawam’s curriculum go from here? What goals 
should we set for the future? What should the 
content of Agawam’s new curriculum be? In order 
to determine the future of Agawam’s school 
system, we must first examine its old one. 

Agawam’s curriculum, like most others, centers 
around the basics: English, science, and social 
studies.

Well, some might question how we are going to 
fund these new programs. To answer this, I’ve 
come up with a new idea (I hope!), called the in- 
vestment program. To best describe this, | will use 
an example. 

Let’s say Johnny Doe wants to be a plumber. He 
studies up on his plumbing and takes an especial- 
ly designed exam from the AC Plumbing Co and 
finishes as one of the top three. AC Plumbing then 
pays Agawarn High School a certain amount of 
money for Johnny’s services. For the next five or 
so weeks, Johnny works along side a professional 
plumber and learns the trade. When the time 
comes for a job, Johnny will already have ex- 
perience in this field. 

I'd also like to drop a few more suggestions for 
improving our school system. How about a new 


reward system? Often times, a student is punish- 
ed for wrongdoing, yet not rewarded for work well 
done. For instance, if a student doesn’t miss a 
single day of school for one term, we might give 
him a free day-off pass. How about teachers 
especially hired to deal with misconduct? How 
about a new last period, where the student has 
the choice of going to a study, gym, or just leav- 
ing? 

40 settle disputes about condom distribution, 
place a condom machine in the boys’ and girls’ 
bathrooms. Put all money raised from the condom 
machine towards funds that help prevent AIDS 
and other STD’s. 

I'd also like to recommend a new idea for rais- 
ing money for the school. How about holding cer- 
tain class officials “hostage?” |.E., a class presi- 
dent would have to raise a certain amount of 
money, by donations only, before a certain 
deadline. If he didn’t, he would have to wear cuffs 
for a day. 

In conclusion, I’d like to say the future of 
Agawam’s school system depends on money. If 
we are able to raise enough money, we will be 
capable of developing new programs to heip 
benefit both students and faculty.

Culmination exercises were held on Friday, 
February 5th, at the Holiday Inn in Mansfield, 
Massachusetts, for 43 new D.A.R.E. officers. 
These exercises marked the 11th training class 
held in our state. 

This two-week school was attended by officers 
from four states, as well as one from the Air 
Force. This brings the total number of officers 
trained by our mentoring staff to over 450 from 
eight states. 

This training class was special because during 
the two weeks, we were being observed by 
members of the Virginia Board of Education, as 
well as the Virginia State Police. These observers 
were part of the Virginia regional training center, 
and they were on hand to make sure our staff was 
performing the process up to national standards. 

At the end of culmination ceremonies, there 
was a meeting held at which time we were verbal- 
ly given national accreditation, with the written 
report to follow in a number of weeks. The team 
had some very complimentary things to say about 
our staff, and we were happy to host them for the 
two-week period.

Much of the credit for our success rests with 
Mrs. Sheila Foley, Director of D.A.R.E. in 
Massachusetts. She is employed by the Criminal 
Justice Training Council, and her responsibilities 
include setting up the school and approving the 
officer candidates. 

Once the school is set, she oversees the entire 
operation and is assisted by Lt. Edward Nolan 
from the North Reading Police Department. Lt. 
Nolan is the facilitator of training, and he ties up 
the loose ends and assigns the tasks to the men- 
toring staff. ‘ 

The rest of the staff consists of six mentors— 
police officers who have taught D.A.R.E. for a 
number of years within their communities. In addi- 
tion, they have been trained as instructors to 
assist the new officers during the two-week

Nostradamus Has Got 
Nothing On The Bible 


Is it possible to predict future events? Millions 
of football gamblers want to know! Actually, most 
of us would admit that we’re fascinated by the 
possibility of someone accurately predicting 
future events. 

The 17th-century astrologer Nostradamus has 
gotten a lot of attention lately for this very reason. 
Among his writings have been found apparent 
references to events following his time. On the 
other hand, he wrote many things for which there 
was no future connection; he missed, so to speak. 

lf Nostradamus interests you, the Bible should 
fascinate you. The predictions of the Bible reveal 
a 100% accuracy rate that Nostradamus can’t 
touch. Let me give you just a couple of the many 
examples that could be given. 

In Ezekiel 26, the Bible makes the following 
specific predictions about the ancient city of 
Tyre: Many nations will attack Tyre and the 
mainiand city will be destroyed by King 
Nebuchadnezzar. The rocks and timbers from the 
city will be thrown into the sea, and the site would 
be scraped clean “like the top of a rock.” The city 
will be destroyed, never to be rebuilt, and 
fishermen will spread their nets there. 

Let’s check it out. History shows that 
Nebuchadnezzar surrounded the coastal city on 
the Mediterranean and tried to starve them out. 
When he broke through the walls of the city, he 
discovered that most of the inhabitants had mov- 
ed by ship to an island half a mile off the coast 
where they had fortified a city. 

He destroyed the mainland city in 573 B.C., but 
the island city remained a significant city for 
several hundred years—that is, until some guy by 
the name of Alexander the Great came on the 
scene. When the city refused to surrender to his 
power, he devised a plan to conquer them. 

He took all the rubble from the old city and 
threw it into the sea, forming a causeway out to 
the island city. Eventually, he was able to conquer 
and destroy the city of Tyre. The city was rebuilt 
and destroyed several other times, but no city ex- 
ists today. 

EHR 

Secular historian Philip Myers makes the 
following observation: “The larger part of the site 
of the once-great city is now bare as the top of a 
rock—a place where the fishermen that still fre- 
quent the spoi spread their nets to dry.” (From the 
book A Ready Defense, compiled by Bill Wilson.) 

Even more remarkable are the 60 predictions 
that are made regarding the Messiah, God’s son, 
which were fulfilled exactly by Jesus Christ. Here 
are just a few of the 60: 

—He would be born in the family line of Judah 
to a virgin in the city of Bethlehem. 

—He would be rejected by many in the Jewish 
nation and accepted by many non-Jews. 

—He would be betrayed by a friend for 30 
pieces of silver and would die by crucifixion. (This 
prediction made 800 years before crucifixion was 
practiced by the Romans.) 

All of these, as well as many others, were 
specifically fulfilled by Jesus Christ. 

Again, is it just a remarkable coincidence that 
the book that claims to be God’s word to man is 
easily the most translated, published, and widely- 
read book of all time, worldwide; that there is far 
more manuscript evidence for the Bible than any 
other ancient writing; that its 40 authors are in 
complete unity; and that its predictions are 100% 
accurate? Think about it. 

Just one more reason why } believe the Bible is 
God’s Word! But, hey, there is even more 
evidence from history.

Although it’s only toward the end of February, 
I’m sure that you’ll agree that April 15th will be 
here before you know it ... thus, it’s critical that 
you start thinking/reacting to your tax situation. 

It’s to your benefit that you familiarize yourself 
with the tax law ... being knowledgable means you 
won't waste ahyone’s time ... or your own money. 
Take advantage of the many tax preparation 
guides that are on the market ... and the IRS itself 
provides plenty of free basic information. 

At the very least, you should review both the 
various tax forms and the accompanying instruc- 
tions so that you'll have a better understanding of 
basic tax concepts ... and the information your 
preparer will need to know to properly fill out your 
return. 

Be sure to organize your materials ... please 
don’t show. up at your preparer’s office with a 
briefcase full of tax-related penenwerk that you ex- 
pect him/her to sort out. If your preparer has to 
muddle through your papers, it will cut into the 
time that should be spent figuring out the best tax 
strategy for your returns. 

Bring the right info to the meeting. Once you've 
organized your records, bring the following... 

—PAST TAX RETURNS... If this is the first time 
you are working with this tax preparer, or if you’ve 
always prepared your own returns, it’s especially 
important to bring your old returns. It will give 
your new preparer valuable information about 
your tax history ... and he/she can view your past 
three returns to see if you missed any tax breaks 
in those years (they can still be claimed). If you 
have worked with this preparer in the past, he 
should have copies of your old returns in the file. 

—TAX STATEMENTS ... Bring your W-2 form 
and all 1099 forms, showing income and proceeds 
from security transactions. 

—EXPENSE DIARY ... This- will help your 
preparer determine the deductibility of your ex- 
penses. He will also be able to tell you if it meets 
the stringent record-keeping requirements of the 
IRS. If it's not in good enough shape for use on 
this year’s tax return, he should be able to advise 
you about making it audit-proof for next year’s 
return. 

—CANCELED CHECKS Bring all your 
checks, even those not written for deductible 
items. It will be helpful if you are able to 
categorize the checks (travel, etc.) ... your accoun- 
tant will probably find some deductions that you 
didn’t know about. 

Non-deductible expenses may trigger deduc- 
tions (for example, a new car). Of course, the pur- 
chase price is nondeductible, but if you used the 
car for business, there may be some deductions. 
Had you not brought that check to the interview, 
the entire issue may have never come up. 

—PREPARE WORKSHEETS ... Many firms send 
out detailed worksheets for you to fill out long 
before your actual appointment. Bring that 
worksheet with you, and be sure that you’ve filled 
it out with scrupulous care.

—NEVER JUMP TO TAX CONCLUSIONS ... 
Many taxpayers don’t bother mentioning some 
financial matters to their accountant because 
they have already made a decision on its tax 
status ... yet, taxpayers often reach the wrong 
conclusions and lose out on deductions. 

Tell your preparer everything ... and let him/her 
make the decision.

Financial: Planning Under 
A Clinton Administration 


We've been promised “change” and a focus on 
the economy under a Clinton administration. It’s 
too early to predict how President Clinton’s pro- 
posals might affect taxes and investments, but 
here are some of the most talked-about changes 
that could affect your financial future. 

Increase investments in infrastructure. During 
the 1992 campaign, President Clinton proposed 
an $80, billion spending plan to improve the na- 
tion's infrastructure of highways, railways, and 
bridges. The financing of these public works pro- 
jects is still open to question, but it’s likely that 
government bonds will be sold as part of the 
package. That opens up new tax-advantaged in- 
vesiment opportunities for individual investors. 

The potential downside of increased spending 
on infrastructure is the likelihood that some form 
of tax may need to be levied in order to pay for the 
improvements. A gas tax has been talked about, 
but an increase in income taxes on certain in- 
come levels of taxpayers wouldn’t be out of the 
question. 

Increased tax rates for the highest income 
brackets. If you make more than $200,000 per 
year, President Clinton has suggested that you 
may be in for a tax increase. The amount of the in- 
crease could make your marginal tax rate rise to 
about 36 percent. One way to plan for this poten- 
tial tax increase is to shift as much income and as 
few deductions as possible from 1993 to 1992. 

One caveat to shifting deductions into 1993 is 
that the rules for deductions may change—put- 
ting caps on certain deductions or eliminating 
others altogether. One of the possible caps men- 
tioned is limiting the deduction for home mor- 
igage interest for people in high tax brackets who 
purchase homes after Congress enacts the limita- 
tion. 

The Alternative Minimum Tax (AMT) rules also 
are likely to change, making the effective tax rate 
rise even for people who earn less than $200,000 
annually. Pushing deductions into 1993 that in- 
crease tax liability under the AMT would not be a 
good strategy if the rules change regarding AMT. 

Another strategy for anticipating higher tax 
rates in the long term might be to look into tax- 
advantaged investments such as government 
bonds, annuities, retirement plans, or selected 
limited partnerships. 

Decreased gift or estate tax exemptions. Under 
current law, you are allowed to transfer $600,000 
to any individual you choose, without tax. You 
also can give $10,000 per year to any number of 
people, without tax. Unfortunately, Congress has 
indicated that they may want to change the 
$600,000 exclusion to $300,000 or $200,000 in the 
future. They also may limit the total annual gifts 
to $30,000. 

If you are able to accelerate your gifts to take 
advantage of the current $600,000 total exemption 
or the current annual “gift” allowance, it may bea 
good idea to make those gifts before Congress 
changes any rules. » 

Remember not to make hasty choices based on 
speculation of what might occur in the future. At 
this point, no one knows what final changes will 
occur in 1993. If you have questions about your in- 
vesting or spending plans, it may be a good idea 
fo consult a financial professional. —

WEEKLY IRS TAX TIPS... 


Remove Barriers To 
Raise Profit, Lower 
Taxes For Businesses 


Opening your doors to people with disabilities 
could increase your business and lower your 
taxes. Each year you can deduct up to $15,000 of 
the cost of improvements that you make to a 
building, parking lot, public transportation vehi- 
cle, or other facility to make it more accessible to 
handicapped and elderly people. 

This rule applies to removing barriers that im- 
prove any part of a building, structure, road, walk, 
parking lot, piece of equipment, bus, railway car, 
or similar property. Publication 907, Information 
for Persons With Handicaps or Disabilities, describes 
the standards of the improvements that must be 
met in order to claim the deduction as an ex- 
pense. 

To renovate your parking lot, for example, the 
standards state that you must set aside at least 
one parking space near the building marked for 
use by persons with handicaps. The space must 
be open on one side to allow room for people in 
wheelchairs or on braces or crutches to get in and 
out of a car onto a level surface, and must be 
located so that such people do not have to go 
behind parked cars.

To install or replace a public telephone, you 
must place it so that the dial and the headset can 
be reached by people in wheelchairs, and the coin 
slot must be less than 48 inches from the floor. In 
addition, the phone must be equipped for the 
hearing impaired and be so identified with in- 
structions for use. 

Further renovation of an office would include 
making switches and controls for light, heat, ven- 
tilation, windows, fire alarms, and all similar con- 
trols that are needed or used often installed 
within the reach of people in wheelchairs. These 
switches and controls must also be no more than 
48 inches from the floor. 

Your costs can be deducted on your income tax

George Lucas strikes back with this excep- 
tional sequel to the 1977 smash, Star Wars.

George Lucas dazzles the silver screen (well, 
your television) once again with the third and final 
installment in the Star Wars saga. 


Luke Skywalker is now a full-fledged Jedi 
Knight; Han Solo is released from his carbonite 
tomb; the new Death Star is nearly built and is ful- 
ly operational. 

Of course, Lucas saved the best for last, for it is 
in this film that the audience learns the shockin 
truth about the Skywalker family—Darth Vader | 
Luke’s father, and Leia is Luke’s sister (the other 
possible Jedi that Yoda spoke of in The Empire 
Strikes Back). 


Return of the Jedi typifies the high quality of film- 
making that we have come to expect from Lucas. 
John Williams returns once again to conduct the 
soundtrack to the film just as masterfully as he 
did for the previous films. 


Lucas ties up all the loose ends in the subplots 
that have unfolded over the course of the trilogy. 
This is the Same technique that he used in the 
previous films to keep strict continuity among all 
three.

He was mentioned in a conversation that 
Han Solo had with Greedo the bounty hunter in 
the cantina in Star Wars. \t is not until Return of the 
Jedi that we actually see his repulsive physical ap- 
pearance. 


The touching finale to this film (and the trilogy) 
suggests two possible meanings for the title. 
Return of the Jedi could mean Darth Vader's return 
from the “Dark Side” of the Force. Another possi- 
ble significance could be in reference to ‘Luke’s 
return from The Empire Strikes Back to confront and 
defeat the Dark Side.

(Serves 4) 


5 pieces of bacon, fried, crisp, crumbled 
1% cups cooked, cubed chicken 

1 package frozen mixed vegetables, 
thawed and drained 

1% cups cheddar cheese, shredded 

2 medium tomatoes, eiopped (15 oz. canned) 
1 can condensed cream of chicken soup 
Ye cup milk 

1% cups Bisquick baking mix 

2/5 cup milk 

2.8 oz. can Durkee French Fried Onions 


In a large bowl, combine bacon, chicken, mixed 
vegetables, 1 cup cheese, tomatoes, soup and ¥% 
cup milk.

His 
specialty is tomato sauce. | have chiseled great 
amounts of reddish-brown mortar from the inside 
of the microwave since he introduced himself to 
it. He is, bless his heart, a charter member of the 
Brotherhood of the Bludgeon Approach to 
Microwave Cooking. He doesn’t microwave, he 
nukes. 


Another quick meal is the following microwave 
recipe from 365 Easy One-Dish Meals by Natalie 
Haughton. This book is excellent as it contains 
recipes for woks, slow- and Pressure-cookers, all 


of which can save you significant time in the kit- 
chen.

To be fair, men are not the only members of the 
new wave in microwaving.

She, in effect, added a new dimension to 


microwaving by creating a non-food related odor, 
commonly referred to as a stench. It required a 
heavy application of air freshner, open windows, 
and ceiling fan. It made me very cranky. 

The following recipe for that old standby, 
Macaroni and Cheese, comes from The Kenmore 
Microwave Cookbook, which begins with a section 
on the proper use of the microwave.

When the time comes to begin multiplication, 
Mrs. Naglieri turns on the music, and students 
don their hats and sunglasses. This is just one of 
the many ways Mrs. Naglieri makes her students 
eager to learn. 

She said, “They love putting on their gear as 
they do their worksheets. The rap really seems to 
make them eager to learn their multiplication 
tables, and that’s really what it’s all about. 

“The most important thing in teaching is to 
make the child eager to learn and love coming to 
school,” she commented. 

An 18-Year Veteran At Robinson 

Mrs. Naglieri has been teaching at Robinson for 
18 years. She said, ‘‘My first year of teaching was 
as an aide at Robinson. There was an opening the 
following year for a second grade teacher, and | 
was hired. 

“Being one of the youngest teachers at that 
time,” she continued, “! was moved around. | 
taught fourth and fifth grades, too. | finally ended 
up with third grade. But, all this was good as a 
preparation system for me.” 

She added, ‘Third grade is a very transitional 
year where a lot of new things happen. That’s why 
| think it is a great year. 

“We begin to put more emphasis on the content 
areas in social studies and science subjects, and 
we change to cursive handwriting.” 

The veteran teacher told us that many students 
are anxious to begin writing in cursive by the end 
of second grade, but the Rinehart (penmanship in 
the Agawam Public Schools) samples of testing 
handwriting are still printed in second grade. 

Mrs. Naglieri team teaches with Sandy 
Golembewski to help enhance the subjects of 
social studies and science. She noted, “Mrs. 
Golembiewski teaches both science classes, and 
| love the map skills and social studies types of 
things. 

“If you find yourself very enthusiastic (about 
teaching a subject), then that’s going to be con- 
veyed to the kids. Third graders are so highly in- 
terested in everything, it is very easy to motivate 


. them,” she said. 


Third graders are presently studying com- 
munities and resources. Mrs. Naglieri said, “They 
have to know where they are before they move out 
to anywhere else.” 

She added, “We are studying types of farms 
tight now. One little girl lives on a dairy farm. 
Through the use of a video, she was our guide and 
took us on a tour of the farm to see the milking 
machines and animals. It was a wonderful 
enhancement for this unit.”

We 
allow the children the strokes they really need by 
highlighting someone and making them feel 
special,” she said. 

“The Homework Notebook” 

Another teaching tool has come to be known by 
Mrs. Naglieri’s students as “the homework 
notebook.” 

She explained, “We have a communication’s 
notebook which we make an entry in every day. It 
helps to develop the students’ organizational 
skills. The children write down homework 
assignments or reminders to return forms. 
Parents will write notes to me. It’s a great com- 
munication tool between home and school.” 

Mrs. Naglieri said, “Il have very strict re- 
quirements for writing skills. | ask students to use 
interesting adjectives and different beginninas 


for their sentences. They must write detailed 
sentences that stick to a certain subject for 
creative writing. 

“! use our school library frequently and our 
children have library time within the school hours. 
They are also fortunate to have a school librarian 
that can work with them,” added Mrs. Naglieri. 

“We use our classroom computer to reinforce 
skills taught in the classroom. We have a chart 
and print out scores on the computer to put up on 
the chart. The students also maintain a computer 
notebook,” she added. 

Mrs. Naglieri said the Robinson PTO volunteers 
help to make the library available to students. She 
also said that the PTO helped to bring computers 
into most classrooms and give the students many 
enrichment offerings.

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In-Service Day For 
Jr. High Science Dept. 
Features Geologist

Assistant Professor Steven Dunn of Mount 
Holyoke College was the invited lecturer during 
an in-service day for science teachers at the 
Agawam Junior High School on Tuesday, 
February 9th. 

He focused his discussion with Junior High 
teachers by first supplying information about 
geology references for introductory to in- 
termediate learners. He said, ‘‘There is a limited 


amount of publications on this area (Western . 


Massachusetts) for use as an aid in teaching.” 

It was interesting to note that three reference 
books recommended by Dunn for local geology 
were written by author Patrick J. Carey, an 
Agawam resident. 

He also displayed U.S. Geological Survey Maps 
and said the costs ranged from $7 to $17. He sup- 
plied an order form and a listing of maps for the 
teachers. 

Dunn noted, ‘‘Massachusetts geology has been 
under investigation for over 100 years. Our 
geology makes it a complicated state.” 

He said that a geological quadrangle map 
(which includes Hampden County) covers 15 
minutes of longitude and is also a topographic 
map (which includes geology). He explained that 
much of the geology of this area was composed 
through outcrops. , 

“In some states,” he said, ‘there is a lot of drill 
hole information to get a much better handle on 
geology.” Dunn then explained that geology 
started out as a “‘gentleman’s science” because 
“judges and doctors went out on weekends and 
banged on rocks.” 

Geologic Time On A Human Scale 

He also showed some caricatures of geologic 
time on a “human scale” where extension of the 
arms horizontally represents all time on earth, and 
the tip of a fingernail represents human history. 

Dunn explained that the paleomagnetic record 
is used to determine where rocks originated from, 
saying, “Once we had that information, it was 
easy to reconstruct the ocean crust.” 

He began with the Paleozoic Age (an ice age 
way before what we have as ice now) when all 
seven continents were connected. 

In the “pangaea” or giant continent, Dunn ex-

plained that all the continents collided and Africa 
was reconnected to North America. The splitting 
process, which began in the Mesozoic Age, con- 
tinues today with the enlargement of the Atlantic 
by about half an inch per year. (During the 
pangaea, Franklin County was located in the 
Equatorial Zone.) ‘ 

Dunn commented, ‘Eastern Massachusetts is a 
rare geological event in which it seems that rocks 
were originally from Africa’s collision with North 
America.” 

He said, ‘‘The Holyoke hills or mountains are 
caused by the erosion around the harder basalt. 
About 15,000 years ago, we would have been 
under water after the pulling back of the glacial 
ice, which was about one mile thick.” 

Near Holyoke, Lake Hitchcock was formed, run- 
ning from near Rocky Hill, Connecticut, to Lyme, 
New Hampshire. The Gonnecticut River has cut 
through the caves of Lake Hitchcock and runs

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Big Early Lead For 
AHS Evaporates But 
Still Beat LHS, 61-57

When you coach for as long as Mike Martin has 
coached, you understand fully that effort and in- 
tensity can heavily outweigh talent and reputa- 
tion. 

Those four factors came directly into play last 
Wednesday afternoon (February 10th) when Mar- 
tin’s Agawam High Brownies struggled mightily 
before surging late in the ballgame to down the 
Lancers of Longmeadow High 61-57. 

The win boosted the Brownie slate to 13-4 (7-0in 
the Valley Wheel) and puts them one step closer 
to that coveted third seed in the Western Mass 
playoff hunt. 4 

The strange 4:30 p.m. tipoff might have hurt the 
Brownies. Only a smattering of fans (numbering 
about 200) were on hand in the usually raucous 
Clifford P. Kibbe gymnasium at AHS. 

Part of that crowd was Phil Tomkiel’s wrestling 
team, who were watching from the stands while 
waiting for the bus to take them to an away meet. 
That group left early in the second half, and that’s 
when Martin and company could have used them 
the most. 

Early in the contest, it appeared that Agawam 
needed help from nobody. They did whatever they 
wanted in the early going to blast off with a 19-4 
game-opening run. 

Greg Pudlo squared up and nailed a three to 
start the race. Jeremy David answered with two 
free throws for Longmeadow. Three minutes later, 
Mike Knodler decorated his hot dog with an 
unbelievable behind-the-back pass from beyond 
the three-point arc to a streaking Jason Blackburn 
for a layup. This had the Brownies in overdrive 
with a 14-2 lead. 

Mike Anzalotti got a basket in the low box, but 
Pudlo netted another triple and Blackburn got free 
inside again, making it 19-4. And the rout was on. 

Things Turn Sour For Brownies 

Then just about everything that was good about 
‘the early Agawam burst turned sour... and it really 
never got better. Perhaps the first six minutes 
came too easy and the kids let down. 

Whatever the reason, Longmeadow didn’t hang 
its heads and it began to do a heavy duty tune on 
the league leaders. 

They scored the next seven points with Kevin 
Freeman and Jay Heaps leading the charge to 
close within 19-11. Tommy Briggs came off the 
pine for Agawam, and the Brownies used that en- 
thusiasm to move to their biggest lead of the

night at 32-15 (on two Nathan Wooley free throws 
with 3:47 to play in the half). 

Longmeadow High coach Brian Cogswell 
brought bangers Matt McGuire and Evan Levine 
off the bench, and the Lancers began the long 
road back. They would outscore the Brownies 15-2 
to close the half; and, when they went to the 
locker room, the visitors had two kids swinging 
towels M.L. Carr style. They were believing that 
they were in it.

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In Near Dead-Heat With 2 Games Left 


_ Everybody was hoping, but nobody had any 
right to believe that the Agawam-Northampton 
girls’ basketball game would be as good as the 
Agawam-Amherst game from the previous Tues- 
day night. 

Now, none of the people present in the Clifford 
P. Kibbe gymnasium on Monday night (February 
15th) believe the theory that lightning can’t strike 
twice in the same place! The Brownies and Blue 
Devils played an immensely entertaining game 
before a turnaway crowd in a tight and tense 
Valley Wheel battle. 

Agawam got clutch play down the stretch from 
each member of its starting five, and Northamp- 
ton suffered a crucial blow when it lost its star 
point guard for two critical minutes down the 
stretch. It all added up to a spinetingling 65-59 
Agawam win before that appreciative sellout 
gathering. 


Agawam was forced to play with its top gun off 
the bench (Dina DeMarco, unavailable due to a 
slight cartilage tear in her knee). Coach Lou Conte 
was forced to play the game at breakneck speed 
with his starters out there almost all night long. 

He got 42 points from his talented frontcourt.

After ‘Hamp tied it on a Gonski free throw, 
Trudel and Schmaelzile would start their “We 
Won’t Miss” free throw show that gave Agawam a 
57-53 lead with 3:26 to go. 

Kuzmeski came back with 3:10 to play, and the 
Blue Devils began to get back into some 
semblance of rhythm. They cut it to 58-57 on two 
Tara Kelly free throws, but Stone had a big 
response. She accepted the ball in the high post 
late in the possession and stepped through the 
double team. She created a little 12-footer on the 
left elbow and drained it.

Just as suddenly, ‘Hamp turned it over and 
Agawam’s Mason roared into the front court with 
the victory apparently in hand. Stone threw the 
ball right to Kuzmeski and the Blue Devils 
ultimately would score on an unusual breakaway 
bucket, which included turnovers by both teams 
in the process. 

Trailing by two, ‘Hamp elected to put the 
sophomore Schmaelizle on the line.

Kuzmeski and company tried three three- 
pointers on the next possession, but they couldn’t 
find ‘the hole. Trudel locked up the rock on the 
third shot and she got to make two insurance free 
throws with 6.3 seconds to play to ice matters for 
sure. 

Agawam concludes the season with road 
games at Longmeadow and Central before eager- 
ly awaiting the seeding process for the Western 
Mass championships, which will begin later next 
week, 

Agawam is now 16-2 on the season. Northamp- 
ton also fell:to 16-2. The Blue Devils face 17-1 
Amherst in Northampton this Friday night, anda 
‘Hamp win would deadlock all three teams prior to 
the seeding selections. 

With that scenario, each team would be 18-2 
and would be 1-1, head-to-head with each other...

At the Agawam High School football banquet 
this past November, Frank Andruss and Frank 
Disco received the first annual Clifford P. Kibbe 
Friend of Agawam Football Award. The award is 
donated by the coaches and is intended to 
recognize an individual who, through unselfish 
commitment and dedication, improves the quality 
of the overall football program and whose motiva- 
tion is a desire to help the football players at 
Agawam High School. 

This year’s recipients, Frank Andruss and Frank 
Disco of F and F Productions, have certainly done 
their utmost to support and promote Agawam 
football. They are solely responsible for the show

This award is named to, honor Cliff Kibbe, who 
retired as Athletic Director at the end.of the 
1990-91 school year.

Until his duties as Athletic Direc- 
tor prevented him from coaching any longer, Cliff 
Kibbe coached varsity basketball from 1960 to 


During his many years of coaching, Mr. Kibbe 
impacted the lives of a great many young people 
in a positive way. He is a man of great integrity 
and character who taught his players discipline, 
intensity, execution, teamwork, and loyalty in a 
firm but fatherly way. 

As Athletic Director for 22 years, Mr. Kibbe con- 
tinued to promote athletics as a means for young 
men and women to grow and develop as well as 
build life-long friendships. During his tenure, the 
number of athletic opportunities grew as he add- 
ed additional sports (especially for women), and 
he was named Massachusetts Athletic Director of 
the Year in 1987-88. 

The football coaching staff has donated this 
award in honor of Clifford P. Kibbe. He certainly is 
a friend of Agawam football and of athletics in 
Agawam in general. His friendship is greatly ap- 
preciated.

Mike Martin’s boys’ basketball team was next 
in line, as they took the court before a mostly 
empty gym for what was supposed to be a yawner 
against a Longmeadow team that they had 
blasted three weeks prior on the road. 

The boys from Agawam screeched to an early 
19-4 lead and looked to be heading for a laugher 
that would keep them undefeated in their league. 
Instead, Longmeadow climbed the backboards all 
afternoon and got contributions from everywhere, 
and Agawam had to steal the ballgame at the end 
to survive the game before a very attentive small 
gathering. 

Martin’s team was supposed to take the court 
on Friday night as well, but the day-long snow and 
ice storm precluded that from happening. So, Phil 
Tomkiel’s wrestling team stopped by on Saturday 
to attempt a little revenge against Springfield 
Central, who had halted a 40-plus, match-winning 
streak by the Brownies in last year’s final regular 
season meet. 

A large crowd assembled, and Tomkiel’s 
Troops waged an intense battle that resulted in a 
42-22 pasting that gave them back their league 
championship which had become an annual ritual 
before last season. 

The boys were back on the court two hours later 
to try and make it two league championships on 
one floor in one day.

On Monday night, the Lady Brownies came 
back to try to duplicate their effort from the 
previous Tuesday night.

Missing from the kitchen crew was Sam Provo;

BROOD SALMON RELEASED 

The Division has released 376 brood salmon in 
ponds and lakes throughout the state. The closest 
waters to this end of the state are Lake Mattawa, 
Lake Onota, and Lake Quinsigamond in Worces- 
ter. : 
However, the Division has been stocking trout 
through the ice—specifically, 9,000 trout measur- 
ing 12 inches or more and weighing over one 
pound apiece. Nineteen lakes and ponds were 
seeded. 

Hamilton Reservoir, Nashawanuck Pond, 
Hampden Ponds, and Congamond Lake have 
received 500 each. In the western district, Onota 
Lake, Laurel Lake, Littleville Reservoir, and Otis 
Reservoir received 500 each. And, the regular spr- 
ing stocking of 480,000 pounds of trout is ex- 
pected to get underway during March. 

Because of the color of the 1993 licenses, the 
Division is contemplating doing away with 
displaying the licenses on your hat or body. The 
color could be interpreted to mimic the coloration 
or body parts of white-tailed deer, turkey, and 
other wildlife ....thereby creating uncertainty and 
posing a possible safety hazard to persons hun- 
ting these species. 

The waiver is proposed in the interest of public 
safety and welfare.
